Toward an Inclusive World 


From the UN film "The People’s Charter” 


If 1 had had time to write the editorial ExUCATIONAL SCREEN asked me to write—one 
that would help audio-visual people understand better their international responsibilities, | 


would have tried to make the fo'low‘ng points: 


@ We are privileged to live at one of the great times of history. A new and fine world is 
struggling to be born. Few people get the opportunity to work at such an epochal time in 
history. Further, as Oliver Wendell Holmes, Jr., pointed out in his Memorial Day address 
in 1884, men must share the action and passion of their times or be judged as not having 


lived. 


@ History is on the side of the democracies. No dictatorship has survived in the long 
run. We have an excellent cause to fight for and we are headed in the right direction 


@ We do not have to reach our stated goal either in our lifetime or in the lifetime of our 
children. We are not finally responsible for achieving the ends we set out to achieve, 
but we are responsible for the kind of means we use. Indeed, if we use the right means, 
we are already at the right goals, since, as Emerson once pointed out, “The ends pre-exist 


in the means.’ 


@ Let's not always be looking for an “expert” to tell us what’s what and what to do. In 
developing a foreign policy involving not specialized study of some narrow segment of 
human affairs but rather a sensitivity to the over-arching generalizations of our times, 
there are no experts. Making policy is a general and public problem for all the people. 
We must not abdicate thinking about the big policies of the day and assume that we can 
turn them over to somebody else for solution. As Dostoevsky once put it, “Each of us 


en erence. 
sence eve wirervarne sine 


is responsible for everything and to every human being.’ 


@ There is enough for all in this world, but only under the conditions laid down by the 
earth itself. We must face the facts of life or we shall have to face the facts of death. If 
our aim is to share the riches of the world with all the people of the world, we shall need 
a large number of experts. We shall need experts in communication, in food and fiber 
production, experts in sanitation and health, experts in government, in education, ex- 
perts in human relations. 

@ My final note is this. We grow into a likeness of that which we love. What do we in 
the United States love? Material success? Our fellowmen of all races and nationalities? 
A school system that meets the needs of today? A world where people can speak to peo- 
ple? What we must do is look with affection upon a world in which everybody has a 
chance to be somebody, a world where everybody is treated as a person, as an equal, a 
worid where evervbody has a chance to extend his horizons woth individual and social, 
where he is not hemmed in by the barriers of sex. race. class. nationality. income. re- 
ligion. What we are trying to build is not an exclusive world but an inclusive one, a world 
in which everyone is important and has a chance to turn his face toward the sun. 


Yes, those are the things I would have said . . hut the deadline came too soon and 


there just wasn’t time to write the editorial.

Goes to English Class 


The unique English-Television class described 
here by EDUCATIONAL SCREEN's Editor 
for Television was authorized as an educa- 
tional experiment to be implemented and 
tested in the South Shore High School in 
Chicago. The first group of students was en- 
rolled in February, 1950, and the second 
class is already half-way through their term 
of work. The class is conducted jointly by 
Isabel L. Kincheloe and Philip Lewis.

RECENT SURVEY at South Shore High school in 
Chicago disclosed that out of the 550 students liv- 
ing in homes having television sets, more than 
350 of these felt that TV should be incorporated in 
some way into the curriculum or that definite guidance 
and information are needed to reveal the career possi 
bilities ‘of the new industry. This reaction prompted 
the decision to form a combined English-Television class 
otfering elective major credit. The initial student group 
was selected on the basis of special interest in the sub- 
ject in some instances and in other instances because a 
more stimulating incentive was needed to effect prog 
ress in the traditional English arts. Additional require 
nents were that the students be in the eleventh o1 
twelfth grade and have access to television receivers. 
Organized on the workshop plan, the class operated 
asa complete unit only when guest lecturers were 
scheduled or when reports were made, new projects 
planned, or similar situations necessitated the attend- 
ance of the entire group. At other times committees 
of varying sizes and interests functioned informally to 
permit original research and study 
The first two weeks were devoted to familiarizing 
the class with the fundamentals of television in an 
attempt to establish a common background. Explained 
in a simple manner were the principles of operation 
of the pick-up camera, associated control equipment, 
studio lighting, set designs, and ordinary problems of 
putting television shows on the air. Coaxial cables, 
microwave relays, and high-frequency transmitters were 
all portrayed in their proper perspective as the means

receiver operation was considered, with emphasis on

proper tuning, physical placement of the equipment, 
and visual factors of fatigue. The economics and limi 
tations of sponsored television programs were pointed 
up, and industrial and commercial applications of 
video, other than for entertainment, were highlighted 

Student creativeness and initiative were now in evi- 
dence and resulted in the formation of no less than 
seventeen separate committees. Some ot these groups 
were temporary and disbanded after achieving thei 
objective, while six were permanent and included the 
major phases of the work. These latter committees 
dealt with social changes, entertainment, news analysis, 
program building, surveys and statistics, and the tech 
nical aspects of television 

The Social Changes Committee studied the reports 
of the periodic school and class surveys and kept the 
class members informed as to the effects of the “magi 
screen”’ on the home and everyday living. Such know] 
edge was a positive influence in causing this experi 
mental group to reduce their televiewing time at least 
a third below that of the general average of the student 
body having access to television receivers 

The Entertainment Committee investigation began 
with assigned viewing of the various categories of pro 
grams. The resultant discussions revealed the need for 
standards for judging the fare being offered. “Yard 
sticks” were set up for evaluating variety shows, sport 
ing events, teledramas, and musicals. A form for a 
Viewer’s Log was developed in this connection and 
served as the framework of a daily diary keptt indi 
vidually by all of the class personnel.

Each group had voiced its first-choice question, or 
the second choice if the first choice had already been 
mentioned by another group.

Then the class considered other questions which 
had been suggested within the groups. The pertinent 
ones were added to the list on the board. The final 
list, when grouped and classified by teacher and pupils, 
included most of the concepts that were actually con 
tained in the film which they were about to see !* 

The list formed what has sometimes been termed 
the “aleris’” or “the things we want to see in the film.” 
Because the children had participated in deciding these, 
their interest was high. Each group was especially 
responsible for the questions it had selected, but all had 
been sensitized to the over-all questions which they 
hoped would be answered by the film. 

During the showing, the teacher noted the important 
concepts that had not been included in the list of 
“alerts.” At the end of the film, the groups again 
fermed for a few minutes and decided what they had 
learned that would answer their particular questions. 
\s these findings were reported to the entire class, 
members from other groups were free to comment and 
offer questions or suggestions from their own obser- 
vations of the film or from other sources of information. 

Later the teacher asked, “What important ideas did 
you get from the film that had not been in the list of 
‘alerts’ ?”’ She skillfully directed the discussion to those 
additional concepts she had noted during the film 
showing. 

The activities that followed immediately and in later 
days were those which one would expect from any 
od teaching situation 
“Discussion 66” has been found very effective in

up. It provides early practice in genuine democratic 
principles. As in any other procedure, however, it can

It tells 
the story of a young man who was embittered by 


the death of his best friend. He was helped by 


the local minister, whom he came to appreciate 
and value as a friend. As he watched this pastor 
go about his many-sided ministry to all kinds of 
people, he came to feel a “call” to the ministry 

His father is a well-to-do farmer, ambitious to 
set his son up on the fine farm he has built over 
the years. The tension between the father and the 
son is finally resolved, and the son’s vocational choice 
is endorsed by his parents 

This film is not intended to argue young people 
into the ministry. Nor was it made to tell all there 
is to tell about this many-faceted voeation. It was 
made to start high-school and college-age young 
people thinking about their choice of a vocation 
and to show how one rather typical young man’s 
vocational choice evolved. Given a chance, it ought 
to start a lot of thinking and trigger a good many 
decisions, The Methodist characteristics of this film 
will not impair its usefulness by churches of other 
communions.
